LANDS TAKEN AWAY FR'E)M
THEM BY RAILROAD IN
COURT DECISION.

»

Panama Cansal to Be Built Now—"

Soldiers of the Unit2d States
Eent to the Istbmus—Han-
na’s Will—Other Tel-
graphie News.

Washingion, Feb. 23.—Chief Jus-
tice Fuller today banded down a
decision of the United States su-
preme court i in the famous North-
ern Pacific “overlap” land case,
giviog to the railway company ab-
eoluts title to a tract of 48,458 acres,
lying directly morth of Portland, in
Oregon and in Washington. The
supreme court affirmed the decision
of the circuitcourt ofappealsfor the
Nioth Circuit, thus terminating one
of the moss titter cootests that has
besn before this tribunal in years.

The case involved not only the
rights of the railroad company to
this Jargs tract of land, but the
bhomes and farms of large numbers
of settlers within the “overlap” lim-
its, who acquired title to their lands
from the government, If grew out
of & decicion rendered by Secretary
of the Interior Smith, on July 18,
1895, reversing the established rule
of bis department, and holding that
lands within the overlap limits did
not pass-to the railroad company
under the grant of 1870, because at
that date theywere reserved under-
the earlier grant of 1864, to the
geme gompany.

Bince Secretary Smith’s decision,
about 11,000 scres of lands within
the limits of the overlap have been
patented to'eettlers by the isterior
department, and the rights of theze
gettlers are involved in' the decisiou
rendered today. Under the terms
of the act of 1898, thes=e settlers will
be required to pay the coxpany for
theirlands, or the settlers may basal-
lowed to retain their linds without
further expense, in which event the
railroad company would beentitled
to make lien eelections anywhere
in the United States, of an area e-
qual to what it relinguishes tothess
setlere.

Washiogton, Feb. 23.—The U-
nited States eenats (oday ratified,
without amendment, the treaty with
Panama for a canal acroes the isth-
mus of that name by a vote of 66 to
14. The result was a forergone con-
clugion, the interest in the matter
beiog only in the divieion of the
vote on the democratic, which was
not known definitely uatil the roll
was called, all the republicans be-
ing forratification. Fourteen dem-
ocrats voted for ratification and 14
against.

The regiment will be com-
mdnded by Lieutenant-Colonel
Woodbury, the present colonel
Haskell, being about to retire with
an advaoced rank.

The war department has in the
past sirenuously denied reports

that it intended to eend troopa to
the isthmus, but it is now explain-
ed that the statement only applied

the United States acquired veated
rights through the sacquisition of
the canal zooe by the ratification of
the canal treaty. As =oon as ths
department estisfied itself that rat-
ification was certain, it took the
neceasary aleps to garrison perma-
pently the i-thmus, which could be
easily dona with marines,

The cable states that four Rus-
sian- torpedo-boat destroyers were
captured, which serionely eripples
the remainder of the czar’s fleet at
that place.

Under cover'of darkness Sunday
night Admiral Uria advanced eight
torpedo boats into the harbor, us-
ing Roseian signals to effect the
purpose. Wot until too late did
the Russian commander detect the
game, and then nof until four inac-
tive desiroyers were taken upa-
warés and captured. One is report-
ed sunk.

The same dispatch was received
at the state depariment dated To-
kio, and another bearing the same
information came from Chefoo. The
latter diapatch says that the Jap-
spese are sure of victory and ap-
nouncs that they can take Port Ar-
thur at any time<they desire to con-
centrats their forces. The reason
for not doiog so at once is said to
be due f)y the fact that Russia has
piactically given up tbe former
stronghold &s a point of great ad-
vaotage, In view of this fact the
Japanese say that they will be con-
tent st the present to wipe out the
remaining vessels of the Port Ar-
thur fleet and then give all atten-
tion to points at the mouth of the
Yalu and to the protection of land-
ing detatchments of the Japanese
army destioed for Manchuria and
Northern Korea.

NATIVES REPORTED RISING
AGAINST RUSSIA IN MAN-
CHURIA.

A New Port Arthur Incident in

World’s Chefoo cable says: Man-

.churia is rising against the Rus-

siane. Five thousand Ruossian
troops have been moved from Muk-
den to Runmintang, because in the
villages along the west side of the
Liactung Peninenls, natives are
msaking =ctive preparations to cut
off smsll bodies’ of Ruesian troops
there.

Ten thoussni hﬁrehnuam have
already been e¢nrélled in the move-
ment which is spreading. Volun-
teers are plenty; there is no lack of
ammunition or money, for the pa-
triotic rich are subscribing.

Many bandits who, for two yeare
have been quieecent for tear ‘of the
Russiane, are reorganized, and will
carry on guerrilla warfare. The
bandits areaggressive, and have been
catting telegraph wires.

The Japaness expect great aid
from the Manchurians, becauss
there is a growiog feeling among
all Chinese people in favor of forc-
ing the government to assist Japan.

St. Pctersburg, Feb. 25.—A tele-
gram from Viceroy Alexieffl to the
czar £ays;

At a quarter béfore three on the
morning of February 24, numerous
Japanese'torpedo boats attempted
to attack the battls ship Retvizan
and sihk large steamers loaded with
inflammables.” The Retvizan was
the first to observe the torpedo
boats and opened a strong fire on
them. She was supported by the
land batteriee. She destroyed two
steamers - near the entrance
of the harbor. They were coming
directly toward her. Oae of them
went on the rocks near the light-
buuss on Tiger Penineula, and the
othensank under Golden Hill. The
Retvizan observed four steamers in
a sinking condition and eight tor-
pedo boats departing slowly to re-
join the waiting Japanese warships.
The grounded steamer is still burn-
ing.

Further details of this engage=
ment from independent sources are
awaited with the greatest interest,
but it is believed that the reports
that Japanese battle ehips or trans-
ports were sunk should be taken
with a degree of allowance. A dis-
patch received here from Tokio this
morning explains the recent suepen- -
sion of Japanese naval operations
to have beem due chiefly to bad .
weather prevailing in the Gulf of
Pechili.

Loundon, Feb. 23.—A correspond-
ent of the Express in Shanghai,
says: It is cofficially dtated here
that Russian Minister Lessar bhas
threatened Lien Fang,vice-president
of the Chiness foreign office, that °
his government must stand the con-
sequences in the event that China
ingists on the gunboat Mandjur's
departure from Shanghai.

M. Lessar now contends that the -
gunboat’s presence is necessary for
the prowection of the Ruseian con-
sulate, Tbe affair has passed oant
of the control of Shanghai officials
and is being handled by M. Uchida,
the Japanese minister in Peking,
and Prioce Ching, the Chinesa
grand secretary.

The affair assurces an uggly as-
pect and it is beiieved Russia ia en-
deavoring to imperil the pesce of
that port. It isestated that China
will ultimately bring cruisers from
Pei Yang or Kianyin to enforce
neutrality, and if necessary to use
coercion to drive out the Mandjur.
